1. Working of the Committee—There were 19 members of the District Road Cess 
Committe (5 official and 14 non-official). Five meetings wore held during the year. Tho 
average attendance was 9°4, and the percentage of the average attendance was 49-4. 

. There were 20 members (6 official and 14 non-official) of the Terai Branch Road 
Coss Committee. Six meetings were held during the year, the average attendance being 7*3, 
and the ntage of average attendance 36:5, 

3. The Kurseong Sub-Committee consisted of 9 members (1 official and 8 non- 
official), Four meetings were held during the year, the average attendance being 5°75, and 
the percentage of average attendance 63°8. 

4, Te year opened with a cash balance of Rs. 24,345-12-2 and unadjusted advances 
amounting to Rs. 18,206-7-2. The total sum available for exponditure was Rs, 98,909-10-7, 
including the receipts (Rs. 24,563-14-0) of the year and a loan from Government of 
Rs. 50,000, Out of this Re. 43,410-12-2 were spont, leaving a balance of Rs. 68,705-5-7, 
which includes the unadjusted advances of Rs. 23,292-14-8 outstanding at the close of the 
Py This large balance was due to the loan from Government which was drawn on the 

th March 1900, for the re-construction and repairs of Road Cess bridges destroyed by the 
cyclonic storm of the 24th September 1899. 

5. Collections.—The cess was levied in the district at the maximum rate of six pies per 
rupee. Tho sum of Rs. 19,492-4-4 was realised as cess on land and Its. 97-8-3 on account 
of cess on mines, making a total of Rs, 19,589-12-7. The decrease under the former head 
is due to arrears and short advance collections, and that under the latter head is owing to the 
faot that large arrears of the former year were realised in the previous year, and also to short 
collections of the year. 

6 Contributions,—(a) Grant from Government.—The grant of 14 per cont. collections 
from Government and other estates, the Government contribution to Road and Public 
Works Cess Joint Establishment, and a special grant for plague operations amounted to 
Rs, 2,973-11-6 as against Rs. 3,190-14-2. The comparative decrease is due to the fact that 
a sum of Rs, 400 on account of the Government share of Road and Public Works Cess 
Joint Establishment for 1897-1898 was credited during 1898-1899. 

(6) Contribution of Rs. 2,000 from the Darjeeling Improvement Fund was received 
during ¢he year as a yearly grant. . . 

(c) No contribution from private gentlemen and other sources was received during 


the year. 
7. Miscellaneous.—A sum of annas six and pies four only was realised on account of 


interest on arrear collections.

Rupees 568-10-6 wore spont on the repairs and 
maintenance of Hill bridges in general. : 

ll. Loan.—A loan of Its. 50,000 was granted by Government for the reconstruction 
and repair of Road Coss bridges destroyed and damaged by the cyclone of 24th September 
last. ‘fhe sum was drawn from the Manas on the 28th March 1900, and has been 
advanced to the Executive Engineer, Darjeeling Division. 

12, Public Works Extablishment.—No professional Engineer was entertained by the 
Committes during the yoar. An overseer and a peon were entertained by the Terai Branch 
Road Cess Committee at a cost of Rs. 1,040-6-8, the former at Rs. 80, includimg a horse 
allowance of Its. 20, and the latter at Rs. 7 per mensem. All the works in the Hills and 
most of those in the Terai were kindly executed by the members of the Committee and other 

rivate gentlemen to whom the thanks of the Committee are due for their valuable assistance. 
no overseer was temporarily entertained by the District Road Cess Commiftee for the 
construction of the Balua buns and Namsoo suspension bridges. 

13. Tools and plant.—The sum of Rs, 488-13-9 was spent on the purchase of tools and 
plant for the construction of the new suspension bridges above reported. 

44, Inspection of Accounts.—The accounts for the whole year have beon audited by the 
mombers of the Audit Sub-Committee, and those up to Septomber 1899 by the Examiner of 
Local Accounts. 

15, Special Report.—The catastrophe of the 24th September 1899 destroyed most of the 
bridges of the Road Coss Committee and caused heavy damage to some of the roads. The 
whole of the accumulated fund of the Committee has been spent, and heavy loans are being 
coutracted with a view to restoration,

‘The increase under the head “Qost of Collection” is due to payment of contribution 
towards the cost of certificate establish ment which had to be strengthened for the pur- 
pose of dealing with cortiflontes for recovery of revaluation fines. The incase under 
* Revaluation” charges is on account of thirteen months’ expenditure having been disbursed 
during 1899-1900, inst only twelye months’ charges in aus peeeaag, year. Payment of 
spocial allowance of Rs. 100 to the widow of the late Head Clerk and Aocountaut, Baboo 
Nanda Ll Chatterji, under Commissioner's sanction, conveyed in his No. 105R.0., dated 
Sth June 1899, and purchase of furniture and the cost of printing annual accounts, &o., 
in the Caleutta Gazette, mainly acoount for the increase of expenditure on * Establishment 
und Contingencies of the Committee’s Office.” Better collection of revenue necessitated 
an incroase in “Andit Fee.” The revision by the Board of Revenue of the form of the 
register of tenures and the consequent necessity of obtaining a fresh supply, as well as the 
purchase of stationery, account for the increased expenditure under the head “Stationery.” 
“Priuting,’” “ Miscellaneous,” “Civil Buildings—Repairs,” ‘ Communications—Original 
works,” and “ Oommunications—Repairs” all comparatively show considerable falling off, 
owing respectively to smaller number of forms having been printed at private presses; to 
smaller receipt of contribution for supervision by the District Engineer of works in the Govern- 
mont and Wards’ Estotes, and consequently smaller payment to him as his remuneration ; to 
the ordinary repairs to the Road Coss Office, against stone pavement and cemented flooring of 
the previous year; and to the smaller expenditure on roads and communications to provide for 
funds for test works Both “Pablio Works Establishment” and “Potty Establishment ” 
show an increase which is due to payment during the year of sularies and wages for the month 
of March 1000, instead of in the following month. Tie decrease under “Tools and Plant” 
is due to small number of tools having been purchased during the year, while that under 
“Contribution to Provincial Government” is due to no contribution being required for piugwt”~ 
camps, a8 was the case in the previous year. 

4. Original Works—Communications.—-Lhe expenditure under this head amounted to 
Rs. 46-11-6, It was inourred on earthwork for diversion of the Ranchi-Lohardaga road for 
ae qy romatios to the proposed bridge over the Sunk river, This work was done as a Test 

of Work, 

5. Repairs—Civil Buildings.—A sum of Its. 95-9-1 was spent on repairs of Road Cess 
Office and godown, 

6, Repairs—Oommunications—Twenty district roads (4944 wiles long) and 82 village 
roads (164 miles long) were maintained during the year, costing Rs. 22,123-2-1, of which 
Rs. 18,988-15-2 wore spent on the former, and Rs. 3,134-2-11 on the latter. With the 
expenditure on the district roads are included Rs, 184 spent on maintenance of Inspection 
Bungalows and huts and a cart serai, and Rs. 870 on arboriculture. The following table 
shows the different classes of roads maintained, their mileage and cost of maintenance, The 
cost shown in this table is exclusive of the expenditure on bungalows, &c., but inclusive of 
that on arborioulture. 
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The shortness of funds at the disposal of the Committee stood in the way of maintenance 
of the roads in such a state of efficiency and excellence as might be desired. but all that 
could be done commensurate with available funds to keep the roads in a fair order was not of 
course left undone. In case of the Lalpur-Hazaribagh road (class I) remetalling was done 
in a portion of the road and patch repairs to metalling exeouted in the rest, and the parapet 
walls of Jamundherha bridge were raised. In case of roads of class II portions were regravel« 
led where necessary, and patch repairs to ae were done elsewhere, repairs to culverts 
and a bridge being also done. On the Ranchi-Lohardaga road, important for its heavy cart 
traffic, which comes under this class, aud where ten miles of regravelling was done, the 
space for cart tracks, two fee:.on either side, was, as_an experimental measure, metalled with 
stone metal. In the case of roads of class IIT, surface repairs were executed to make them 
passable. In some cases, however, regravelling and patch repairs to gravelling were done, 
and some temporary culverts were repaired and renewed. The 3 of class V consisted 
oro lage roads, and merely earthwork was done. ‘I'wo of them (Gamharia-Bhandra 
and Karra-Boero roads) were exeouted as test-works, the former costing Rs, 419-13-9 and 
the latter Rs, 40-8, 


7. Misretlaneous Works of Public Improvoments—(a) New Works.— Water-supply.—

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9, As reported in the previous year’s report, there is not any likelihood of a failure 
of drinking-water in this district where eve village has one or more perennial natural 
springs (davis), which afford a wholesome supply of drinking-water. In isolated cases, how~ 
ever, these springs run very low in the hot weather, thereby causing some ineonvenionce to the 
villagers in theirneighbourhood. There are also. weils in nearly all the big villages, but it is 
‘ory diffiqult to ascertain how far they are perennial Many of them run dry, or nearly so, 
dtiring the hot weather. It is the same with tanks and belie, which are, however, fewer in 
coat Asa rule, the people prefer spring-water to. well-water, and very seldom drink 

water. 


10. Arboriculture —-A sum of Rs. 870 was spent in maintaining the roadside trees, and:

Tho outstanding balanoo of the year 1898-99 was Rs, 35,424 and the demand for the 
year was Rs, 84,937 against Rs, 25,969 (outstanding) and Rs. 80,800 (demands) for the 
previous year. The increase in demand is due to the assessment of coal mines, The 
collection during the year was Rs. 84,374 against Rs. 71,845 of the previous year. The 
short collections are chiefly attributed to the non-collection of cesses due by the Patkum and 
Barababhum Enoumbered Estates.

‘The works done in the two Provincial roads under the Committee consisted of the 
maintenance of the roads with the improvements of surface and slopes and approaches to 
unbridged nalas wherever necessary, repairs to bridges and culverts and inspection bungalows 
and maintenance and plantation of trees. The following works may be especially noted :— 
Chas-Gulbera Rvad.—The surface of two of the worst, miles in this road (miles 14 and 
etna: 15) was improved by stone metalling the wheel tracks and gravelling the space 
between. Stone metal for similar improvements to miles 8, 4, 7 and 8 was also 
collected. A rough causeway was constructed in the bed of a nala in the 9th 
mile, and the lower portions of its approaches were improved by pucca side- 
drains and stgne metalling. 
Purulia-Barakar Road.—Requisite quantities of stone metal for thorough repairs to 
surface of halves of miles 8, 22, 36, 39 and whole lengths of miles 10, 42 and 
43 were collected. A new stable, a oook-shed and a subordinate’s quarters were 
constructed for the Inanpur bungalow and a room was added to the cook-shed 
of the Jhapra bungalow. 
9. The total grant for the maintenance of the district roads of all classes was 
Rs. 30,480. The actual total expenditure during the year was Rs. 24,342, including 
Rs, 6,482 spent for the completion of the works undertaken and partly executed during the 
preceding year. Several works could not be undertaken till towards the end of the year, 
and some others could not be completed for want of funds owing to unavoidable arrears in 
collection of cess due from some of the estates in the district.

7. Arboriculture.—During the tod a nursery was made near the Jubilee tank 
at Chaibassa, Mango, mohua aud kusum trees were grown in it. These.plants (about 
200 in number) were replanted along the roadsides, and existing trees (about 1,020 in 
number) wore maintained at a cost of Rs. 213. The young plants were protected by 
bamboo gabions. These plants are ina flourishing state, really those on the Chaibassa- 
Katbari road. 

8. Test relief work.—Arrangemonts were made to commence test relief work on the 
Monoharpur side, but the people did not come forward to work at the famine rate, 
as they got sufficient work under the sabai and timber contractors. 

9, Plague—A sum of Rs. 641 was spent during the year to meet the salary of 
the chaukidars employed by the District Superintendent of Police at the railway stations to 
detect suspected plague cases. During the latter end of August 1899, the plague subsided, 
and the services of these chaukidars were dispensed with. The proportionate shares of 
the plague costs were recoverable from the three Political Chiefs, viz., Seraikella, Khurswan, 
and Gangpur, all of whom paid up their share, except the Chief of Gangpur. 

10. Water-supply —The register of sources of water-supply, Nos. L and IT, prescribed by 
Government Ciroular No. 8T.M., dated the 15th May 1896, was kept up in the usual form. 
During the year a sum of Rs. 6,223 was spent. by the Deputy Commissioner on the 
construction and repairs of the bunds. These bunds, besides being a means of irrigation, 
are aleo very useful for supplying drinking water to the villagers in Kolhan. Besides this 
. 1,228 was spent for sinking three wells at Chiroo, Keyar Challone and 
Dumuria, and for iring the pump of the Melahat well. Of these the well at Chiroo was 
completed during the year at the other two are in bron. The cost of all these works 
as well as of the new roads was met by the Denoty jommissioner from miscellaneous and 
sanitary funds, and they were carried on under the supervision of the Sub-Overseer and the 
Kanungo. No expenditure was incurred by the Singhbhum District Road Committe on 
water-supply during the year.

Tho inorease in the Sate td was mainly due to (1) larger earnings of the Barkal Tram- 
way, (2) the extra grant from Government for the derban Hospital, and (3) the 
payment during tho year by the District Board of Ohittagong of their annual subsidy 
of Ra. 500 for the maintenance of the portion of their road lying in the ulation district 
for two years 1898-99 and 1899-1900. Tho receipts of the year included a sum of 
Rs, 659-4-7, which was credited to the fund as “ miscellaneous receipts.” It consisted of 
the following :— 


(1) A sum of Rs, 2-2 received from the Divisional Commissioner while on tour on 
account of the wi of the Sonthal coolies under the District Road Account 
who were employed in private works by him. 

(2) A sum of Rs, 3- received as the pay of a iter employed under the 
District Road Account, who was lent to the perintantont of the South 
Luehai Hills to repair the boats belonging to that district. 

(3) A a of Rs. 648-14-3, being the total earnings during the year of the Bagkal 

ramway. 

(4) Sale-proceeds of unsorviceable furniture and tools and plant, &o. 


2. The earnings from the Barkal Tramway during the year were comparatively 


greater than those of the previous year, being Rs. 648-14-3 against Rs. 460-1 of the previous 
year. The traffic seems evidently to be on the increase.

5. Original Works— 

(a) Provincial Civil Buildingz.—A hospital with suitable accommodation for medical 
stores and indoor patients was constructed at Banderban at a cost of Rs. 1,075-8-9, 

(b) Communications. —No work was undertaken during the year. 

6, Repairs.—All the buildings (Imperial, Provincial and Local) in the district have 
been ee repaired with the allotments sanotioned for them. 

7. All the roads (Zocal and Provincial) in the district, including the Tramway at 
Barkal, were fairly repaired with the amount sanctioned for each Several desirable improve- 
ments could not have done owing to paucity of funds. In accordance with the orders of 
Government, as conveyed in No. 2540K.0., dated 22nd May 1899, a saving of Rs. 4,449 
was made from the sanctioned grants to meet the credit balance of the year and to keep a 
sufficient working balanceat the end of the year. This necessarily interfered considerably 
with the efficiency of the works. 

8, A-cheque for Rs, 1,530 was drawn in March 1899 from the unexpended balance of 
the estimate sanctioned for repairs to the Public Works buildings in the district 
during the year 1898-91) to meet the part payment of the purchase money of lot No, 84, which 
was open to be acquired for colonising Sonthals, Pensling final sanction of Governmont. But 
the Government in their No. 59548.C., 80th mber 1899, objected to the procedure, 
and ordered that the amount should be refunded and credited to the Civil Department. This 
was done during the year-and shown in the accounts under sub-head Refund of unexpended 
balance of Government contribution.’ 

9. The District Board of Shistheod did not subscribe their annual subsidy of Rs. 500 
on account of maintaining their ing in the Rangonia Valley for the year 1898-99 
within that year, but did so during the year, together with the subsidy for 1899-1900. This 
amounted to Rs. 1,000. With this sum substantial sawn timber foot-bridgos were constructed 
besides rendering general repairs to the portion of the road.
